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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: Figure 1 , reference number 20. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .121(d), or amendment to the specification to add the reference 
character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply 
to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted 
after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the changes are 
not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-10 are objected to because of the following informalities: Calco- 
magnesian is not a material. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP09- 
268012. 

Regarding claims 1-9, JP'01 2 discloses a method for producing powdery slaked 
lime. "The fine powder slaked lime is obtained by fluidizing an inactive material, for 
example, silica sand which has particle size within the range of 100-1,500|jm and 
narrow particle size distribution, by using warm or hot gas to form a fluidized bed having 
a definite temperature within the range from 30°C to 300°C, and feeding, into the 
fluidized bed, a slurry of slaked lime of 50|jm or less particle size produced by 
dispersing the lime into water, and drying the slaked lime slurry". ( abstract) 

When X= 1 , the formula cited by claim 1 is Ca(0H)2, which is slaked lime. 

The claims define the amount of the flow agent is less than 5% and " less than" 
includes zero. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This is an alternative rejection to the one defined above assuming that the flow 
agent is definitely present. 

Claims 1-4, and 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over JP09-268012. 

Regarding Claims 1-4, and 9-10, JP'012 discloses a method for producing 
powdery slaked lime. "The fine powder slaked lime is obtained by fluidizing an inactive 
material, for example, silica sand which has particle size within the range of 100- 
1 ,500|jm and narrow particle size distribution, by using warm or hot gas to form a 
fluidized bed having a definite temperature within the range from 30°C to 300°C, and 
feeding, into the fluidized bed, slurry of slaked lime of 50pm or less particle size 
produced by dispersing the lime into water, and drying the slaked lime slurry"( abstract) 

When X= 1 , the formula cited by claim 1 is Ca(0H)2, which is slaked lime. 
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Although JP'012 is silent that the silica sand is in the composition of the slaked 
lime, it would have been reasonable to expect that during the process, a small amount 
of sand would be mixed with the slaked lime absent clear evidence otherwise. 

With respect to claim 10, the reference differs from Applicant's recitations of 
claims by not disclosing identical ranges. However, the reference discloses 
"overlapping" ranges, and overlapping ranges have been held to establish prima facie 
obviousness (MPEP 2144.05).
